Controversy — our  collecting  interest  is  founded  in  it.  "It'll  go  VF,..No, 
it's  just  Fine-plus"  is  our  earliest  controversy,  and  it's  one  that's  not 
abolished  by  numerical  grading,  or  slabbing,  or  Official  Keepers  of  the 
Census,  only  refined  to  a more  rarefied  atmosphere.  So,  I consider  it  as  a 
matter  of  course  that  controversial  submissions  vflll  come  to  Penny-Wise.  Over 
the  past  few  months,  there  have  been  a number  of  these,  as  caxeful  readers  of 
these  pages  will,  no  doubt,  have  noted.  Since  I have  been  accused,  by  parti- 
sans of  one  side  or  the  other  to  these  conflicts — never  by  the  principals  to 
the  conflicts  themselves,  by  the  way — of  malfeasances  ranging  from  censorship 
to  complicity  in  eleventh-hour  double-crosses,  I thought  perhaps  a statement  of 
my  philosophy  as  editor  was  in  order. 

First  of  all,  no,  I don't  believe  everything  I print.  Nor  do  I believe 
it  serves  any  purpose  to  'take  a side'  on  everything.  In  fact,  for  matters 
of  obvious  Interest  which  are  well -articulated  by  both  sides,  I try  to 
keep  myself  out  of  it.  Thus,  you  will  find  no  hint  of  whether  I person- 
ally subscribe  to  Pete  Smith's  views  on  the  Kuntz  catalogue  (November  '91  P-W) 
or  Del  Bland's  defense  of  it  (this  issue).  Both  men  are  solid  contributors 
to  this  organization,  and  deserve  this  platform  for  their  views.  Beyond  that, 
let  each  reader  weigh  the  evidence  for  himself  or  herself,  and  decide. 

Second,  wherever  possible,  I try  to  present  a diversity  of  opinion,  and  in 
such  a manner  as  to  highlight  the  positive  points  for  each  side,  I recog- 
nize that  this  will  aggravate  those  solidly  in  one  'camp'  or  the  other  on  any 
given  question,  I would  ask  them  to  understand  that,  idiile  I most  certainly 
have  personal  opinions  on  these  questions,  I believe  my  greater  obligation  as 
an  officer  of  this  organization  Is  to  serve  as  messenger  from  all  the  members 
who  take  the  trouble  to  submit  material  for  publication — Including  Individuals 
who,  I know,  have  no  use  for  one  another. 

Third,  In  those  exceptional  Instances  where  I have  come  down  solidly  on  one 
side  of  an  Issue,  It  is  because  I have  seen  the  real  Interests  of  collectors 
threatened  by  an  uncritical  acceptance  of  some  gimmick  from  the  mad,  mad  world 
of  commercial  coin  dealing — of  which  the  'Brave  New  World  of  Slabs'  was  the  most 
recent  example.  (And  I'm  frankly  proud  of  any  small  part  I may  have  played  In 
giving  the  nudge  to  that  particular  house  of  cards.)  But  you  won't  find  me 
fervently  engaged  In  print  on  Smith  versus  Bland,  or  Noyes  versus  Wright,  or 
any  number  of  other  conflicts,  because  I see  collecting  enriched  by  these  diver- 
sities of  opinion,  not  diminished. 

If  any  or  all  of  this  be  seen  as  ' politics , ' well , I see  no  way  around  It . 

I don't  believe  It's  possible  to  have  an  organization  of  15OO  people,  each  with 
above-average  ego  strength,  and  most  with  more  than  ample  finances,  and  not  have 
controversies — even  heated  ones.  I'm  prepared  to  accept  a certain  amount  of 
that  heat  as  Incidental  to  this  position,  much  as  the  cook  at  the  oven.  But  I 
ask  you  to  remember  what  I've  said  here  when,  offended  by  some  aspect  of  the 
message,  you’re  next  tempted  to  Impugn  my  Integrity  as  messenger.

In  the  last  issue  of  P-W.  I published  an  initial  listing  of  middle 
date  proof  large  cents,  1816-1839.  This  issue  presents  the  late  dates, 
1840-1857.  As  before,  the  notation  is: 

underlined  grade:  coin  has  been  seen  and  graded  "in  the  copper" 
non-under lined  grade:  grade  as  reported  or  assumed 
slab  grades:  P = PCGS,  N = NGC,  X = broken  out 
"quotes"  around  initials  represent  buyers'  codes  at  auctions 
unquoted  initials  are  collectors  known  to  me 

The  biggest  problems  with  the  late  dates  are  duplication  and 
untraced  listings.  Especially  with  1841  and  1855-6-7,  you'll  see  many 
auction  appearances  that  are  surely  duplications  of  others.  Over  time, 
these  should  get  whittled  down.  If  anyone  has  copies  of  some  of  the 
catalogs  (especially  Mougey,  T.  James  Clarke  and  the  Chapmans)  with 
buyers'  names . please  write.  You  can  be  of  great  help. 

Last  time,  I requested  assistance  from  all  EAC  members:  If  you  know 

of  any  proof  large  cents  not  on  this  list,  or  can  add  to  the  pedigree 
(public  appearances  and  current  owners)  of  listed  cents,  please  let  me 
know.  So  far,  I have  received  exactly  one  response.  Come  on,  folks,  my 
listings  aren't  that  complete.

Designers  and  Engravers  of  United  States  Large  Cents 

Pete  Smith 

\ 


Eckfeldt,  Adam  Born  June  15,  1769,  in  Philadelphia;  died  February  6,  1852. 
Son  of  John  Jacob  Eckfeldt  who  built  the  first  screw  press  for  the  mint. 
Adam  was  in  the  second  of  four  generations  in  the  family  who  provided  133 
years  continuous  service  to  the  mint.  Married  with  children.  Employed 
as  assistant  to  the  chief  coiner  after  January  1,  1796.  He  was  appointed 
chief  coiner  February  15,  1814.  He  resigned  in  1839  but  continued  to 
work  without  compensation.  Eckfeldt  set  aside  coins  for  the  mint  cabinet 
and  helped  form  the  national  collection,  now  at  the  Smithsonian.  Some 
may  have  been  new  strikes  from  old  dies.  He  also  traded  such  restrikes 
for  pieces  needed  for  the  cabinet.  Eckfeldt  is  credited  with  design  and 
engraving  dies  for  the  1793  Wreath  Cent. 

Gardner,  John  Smith  Employed  briefly  as  assistant  engraver  at  the  U.S.  Mint 
November  1794  to  March  1796.  Later  he  was  a seal  engraver  in 
Philadelphia.  He  is  credited  with  engraving  some  of  the  dies  used  for 
Liberty  Cap  cents  of  1794-1796. 

Gobrecht,  Christian  Born  December  23,  1785,  in  Hanover,  York  County, 

Pennsylvania;  died  July  23,  1844,  in  Philadelphia.  Married.  Apprenticed 
to  a clockmaker.  Employed  in  Baltimore  engraving  watch  and  clock  faces. 
Moved  to  Philadelphia  in  1811.  Inventor  of  a reed  organ,  a speaking  doll 
and  a camera  lucida.  He  invented  a medal  ruling  machine  about  1817. 
Employed  in  Philadelphia  as  an  engraver  with  Murray,  Draper,  Fairman  & 
Company,  banknote  engravers.  Appointed  assistant  engraver  at  the  Mint  in 
1836.  Appointed  chief  engraver  December  21,  1840.  Gobrecht  designed  and 
engraved  the  dies  for  the  Coronet  Head  half  cents  of  1840-1857  and  the 
Braided  Hair  cents  of  1839-1857.  He  also  engraved  dies  for  the  Charles 
Carroll,  Charles  Willson  Peale,  Franklin  Institute,  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Association,  New  England  Society  and  First  Steam  Coinage  mint 
medals. 

Harper,  John  Manufactuer  of  saws  in  Philadelphia.  He  worked  with  Albion  Cox 
and  Thomas  Goadsby  for  the  coinage  of  New  Jersey  coppers  at  Rahway  Mills. 
His  shop  produced  the  Birch  pattern  cents.  Harper  is  believed  to  have 
produced  the  Jefferson  head  cents  in  an  attempt  to  get  a contract  for 
private  coinage  of  cents.  He  declined  the  position  of  Assistant  Coiner. 

Kneass,  William  Born  September  25,  1780,  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania;  died 
August  27,  1840,  in  Philadelphia.  Married  twice  with  six  children. 

Served  with  Field  Engineers  during  the  War  of  1812.  Employed  in 
Philadelphia  as  an  engraver  with  Kneass,  Young  & Co.  1817  to  1820.  He 
was  a friend  of  Adam  Eckfeldt  which  led  to  his  appointment  as  chief 
engraver  at  the  U.S.  Mint  January  29,  1824.  Knaess  produced  the  dies  for 
the  1804  dollar  struck  in  1834.  Knaess  modified  the  Reich  design  and 
engraved  dies  for  the  half  cents  of  1831-1836.  He  may  have  done  dies  for 
modification  of  the  "Matron  Head"  cent.  He  suffered  a stroke  August  28, 
1835.  Afterward  his  duties  were  performed  by  his  assistant,  Christian 
Gobrecht. 
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Reich,  John  [Johann]  Mathias  Born  1768  in  Furth,  Bavaria;  died  in  1833,  in 
Albany,  New  York.  He  came  to  America  about  1800  as  an  indentured 
servant.  In  1807  he  began  to  work  at  the  Mint  as  assistant  under  Robert 
Scot.  Reich  was  a better  artist  than  Scot.  He  became  frustrated  over 
doing  the  work  of  the  chief  engraver  but  retaining  the  title  and  pay  as 
assistant.  He  resigned  March  31,  1817.  Reich  designed  and  engraved  dies 
for  the  Classic  Head  half  cents  of  1809-1829  and  cents  of  1808-1814.  He 
designed  the  "handshake"  reverse  seen  on  many  Indian  Peace  Medals. 

Rittenhouse,  David  Born  April  8,  1732,  at  Paper  Mill  Run  near  Germantown, 
Pennsylvania;  died  June  26,  1796,  in  Philadelphia.  Married  twice  with 
children.  Moved  to  Philadelphia  in  1770.  He  was  a prominent  astronomer, 
mathematician  and  surveyor.  He  conducted  a survey  in  1763-64  to  settle  a 
boundary  dispute  between  William  Penn  and  Lord  Baltimore  establishing  a 
boundary  between  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania.  He  is  credited  with 
construction  of  the  first  telescope  in  America.  Member  of  the 
Pennsylvania  General  Assembly  and  Pennsylvania  Constitutional  Convention 
in  1776.  Appointed  April  14,  1792,  as  first  Director  of  the  Mint. 
Rittenhouse  is  credited  with  providing  a sketch  of  the  design  for  the 
Wreath  cent  of  1793.  He  resigned  in  June  1795. 

Scot,  Robert  Born  October  2,  1745,  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland;  died  November  3, 
1823.  Trained  as  a watchmaker.  Moved  to  Philadelphia  in  1782.  Married 
with  a son  and  three  daughters.  Appointed  engraver  for  the  state  of 
Virginia  about  1780.  Appointed  Chief  Engraver  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
November  23,  1793,  to  succeed  Joseph  Wright.  Scot  is  credited  with  the 
design  of  the  Liberty  Cap  half  cents  of  1794.  He  used  Joseph  Wright’s 
punches  to  engrave  dies  for  the  Liberty  Head  cents  of  1793-1796.  He 
later  designed  and  engraved  dies  for  the  Draped  Bust  cents  of  1796-1807 
and  the  "Matron  Head"  cents  of  1816-1835. 

Voigt,  [Voight]  Henry  Born  in  1744  in  Germany;  died  February  7,  1814. 

Employed  as  a clockmaker.  He  was  appointed  by  President  Washington  as 
chief  coiner  of  the  Mint  January  29,  1793,  and  served  until  his  death. 

He  constructed  much  of  the  early  mint  machinery.  Voigt  is  credited  with 
design  and  engraving  of  dies  for  the  1793  Chain  Cent. 

Wright,  Joseph  Born  July  16,  1756  in  Bordertown,  New  Jersey;  died  in  the 
Philadelphia  yellow  fever  epedemic  of  September  1793,  probably  on  the 
12th  or  13th.  Married  with  three  children.  Studied  painting  under  John 
Trumball.  From  1772  to  1782  he  worked  as  an  artist  in  London.  He  did 
portraits  of  George  and  Martha  Washington  in  1783.  In  1792  he  was 
appointed  by  President  Washington  as  the  first  draftsman  and  diesinker 
for  the  U.  S.  Mint.  Wright  is  credited  with  the  design  of  the  Liberty 
Head  Cents  of  1793-1796.

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HALF  CENT  SURVEY  RESULTS  FOR  1991 
Ed  Masuoka  and  Carl  Ostiguy 


To  date  one  hundred  thirty-nine  collectors  have  reported  their 
half  cent  collections  to  the  survey  which  we  began  in  1987.  The 
grades  reported  in  the  survey  are  those  provided  by  the  owners  of 
the  coins.  Whist  matches,  auctions  and  the  passage  of  time  have 
generally  worked  to  lower  the  grades  of  coins  as  collectors  have 
an  opportunity  to  compare  their  coins  with  other  collections.  The 
grading  of  coins  I've  had  a chance  to  see  is  generally  pretty 
consistent.  The  only  area  where  consistency  is  a problem  is  in 
dealing  with  defects.  How  to  arrive  at  a net  grade  for  problems 
such  as  cleaning,  porosity,  rim  bumpS/ etc ./ etc . is  more  or  less  a 
matter  of  theology. 

In  the  survey  only  the  best  coin  of  each  variety  is  recorded 
for  a given  collection.  In  the  summary  table  which  follows,  the 
column  "Number  Reported"  lists  the  number  of  collections  which 
have  at  least  one  example  of  a variety.  Grades  of  Very  Good  and 
lower  have  been  combined  as  have  grades  of  About  Uncirculated  and 
higher.  The  rarity  for  1809  Cohen  1 has  been  changed  to  R5  (down 
from  R6)  based  on  the  number  of  collections  reporting  one,  which 
were  at  roughly  the  same  level  as  R5  varieties . Following  similar 
reasoning,  1804  Cohen  4 is  probably  a rarity  4 variety.

* Laumeier  Sculpture  Park  - One  of  two  contemporary  sculpture  parks 
in  the  United  States,  which  displays  modern  and  experimental 
sculptures.  Approximately  a 30  minute  cab/car  ride  from  hotel. 
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D)  Transportation  or  group  tours  of  any  of  these  attractions  will  be  arranged 
for  EAC  members  or  guests.

AJ85:  Please  refute  the  following  statement  discussed  at  our  local  coin  club, 

"Flowlines  result  from  the  flow  of  metal  within  the  coin,  not  in  the 
die."  That  one  shocked  me  and  I argued,  but  to  no  avail, 

Ans:  This  Is  a two-way  street.  When  dies  are  sharp  and  new  there  are  no  "flow-  ^ 
lines"  on  the  dies  or  the  coins  they  strike.  Pressure  of  the  strike 
drives  the  planchet  metal  zadially  outward.  This  flow  scours  both  coin 
and  die — much  as  a glacier  flowing  over  rock  scours  both.  But  ice  melts, 
refreezes  and  heals.  Though  the  dies  get  hot,  they  don't  get  hot  enough 
to  melt.  So  the  scoring  remains  on  the  die.  Further  coins  take  the  Im- 
print of  this  and  their  flow  adds  to  It.  By  the  time  the  die  has  struck 
thousands  of  coins,  the  "flowllnes"  It  has  acc\uulated  are  often  quite 
evident.  So  you  are  both  right  1 flowlines  result  from  the  flow  of 
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metal  OF  TH£  COIN  and  leave  their  tracks  ON  TH£  DIE  to  be  Imparted  to 
OTHER  COINS. 

Aj86t  Recently  I cherried  another  1838  Nll/13  cud.  It's  «y  second.  Is  It  really 
an  R6?  One  of  ay  coins  has  a more  dome-shaped  die  breaik,  while  the  other 
Is  very  low.  Is  the  second  one  a retained  cud?  Did  this  die  break  appear 
suddenly  or  did  It  develop  slowly? 

Ansj  Congratulations!  The  1838  #13  cud  Is  Indeed  scarce,  but  Is  not  any  pre- 
tender to  R6.  I have  seen  at  least  a few  dozen  of  then  and  would  con- 
sider It  nid  to  low  R5»  thoi]gh  R-ratlngs  are  normally  not  recorded  below 
the  variety  level,  I have  seen  no  "progression"  of  the  break — either 
It's  there  or  It  isn't.  The  fact  that  the  cud  Is  in  higher  relief  on  one 
than  the  other  Is  more  a product  of  Individual  strike  than  of  die  state. 

I have  seen  this  sane  thing  on  other  cud  varieties.  In  fact,  I once 
debated  long  on  whether  to  keep  or  sell  a hlgh-relief  S-lllv  cud  when  I got 
a better  one  of  same  die  state  but  lower  relief — I finally  traded  the 
lower -grade  piece  to  Robbie  Brown  and  It  sold  as  lot  155  in  his  sale,

One  of  the  major  problems  which  numismatics  face  today  Is  that 
there  are  not  enough  young  people  getting  Into  the  hobby.  Part 
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of  the  reason  is  that  a few  coin  dealers  have  treated  children,  and 
others  who  don't  have  auch  money  to  spend,  like  dirt.,, We  can't 
do  much  about  high  prices,  but  we  can  recognize  the  fact  that 
aany  of  those  who  started  with  Lincoln  cents  graduated  to  more 
challenging  areas.

I 
propose  that  we  develop  and  promote  a junior  membership  plan  for 
EAC;  publish  a primer  of  basic  numismatic  terms... and  include  a 
copy  of  it  with  the  first  issue  of  P-W  which  Is  sent  to  a new  mem- 
ber; publish  articles  in  P-W  about  Civil  War  tokens,  Indian  cents, 
or  Lincoln  cents  from  time  to  tine  (if  you  don't  like  it,  you  don't 
have  to  read  iti ) . . .and  acknowledge  the  fact  that  we  in  EAC  do  not 
have  a comer  on  virtue  or  numismatic  research. . .Let 's  build 
bridges  between  collector  organizations,  not  walls."

Dear  Mr,  Smith, 

Mr.  Richard  Doty  gave  me  during  the  last  International  Congress  of 
Numismatics  In  Brussels,  copy  of  your  letter  to  him  dated  August  24th,  1991, 
with  your  article  about  "Brarll  80  Reis  Overstruck  on  U.S,  Cent"  and  the  photos 
of  the  coin. 

It  so  happens  that  I delivered  a paper  at  the  Congress,  copy  of  which  I 
enclose  here  (I'm  sorry  It's  In  French),  about  counterfeit  copper  coins  of 
Braiall  made  during  the  1808/1838  period.  As  you  may  see  from  my  article, 
counterfeits  were  made  In  Brazil  and  abroad  Including  the  U.S.  In  quite  large 
quantities  because  the  face  value  of  copper  coins  was  at  that  time  from  3 to  7 
times  the  value  of  the  copper, 

I have  found  the  records  of  the  seizure  by  Brazilian  authorities  of  two 
U.S.  ships  that  were  carrying  Brazilian  copper  coins  made  In  U.S.  concealed  In 
barrels  of  flour.  Apparently,  many  more  ships  unloaded  safely  their  precious 
cargo  without  being  detected. 

At  least  two  U.S.  firms  were  responsible  for  the  coinage  of  such  pieces i 
Stevens,  Thomas  & Fuller,  Belleville,  N.J.j  and  Moffat  St  Wolfenden,  Bloomfield, 
N.J.  Mr.  Robert  D.  Leonard  Jr.,  whoa  I also  met  at  the  Congress,  sent  me 
afterwards  a copy  of  the  page  of  Lyman  Haynes  Low's  book  Hard  Times  Tokens 
where  a clear  reference  is  made  to  this  activity  of  the  Belleville  company  (see 
under  Low  #150), 

This  confirms  your  opinion,  against  Duffleld  and  Thomson's,  that  the  80 
Reis  overstruck  on  a U.S.  cent  Is  not  an  official  Issue  although  the  engraving 
Is  quite  good;  It  was  more  probably  an  amusement  from  someone  at  the  mint,  as 
you  correctly  deducted  in  your  article  for  "Penny-Wise,"  Brazil  never  placed 
any  official  order  for  copper  coins  with  the  U.S.;  all  wore  minted  either  In 
Portugal  or  In  Brazil, 

The  German-Brazlllan  numismatist  Kurt  Prober  In  his  book  "Noedas  Falsas 
e Falslficadas  do  Brasil,"  Rio  de  Janeiro,  1946,  tried  to  spot  in  Brazilian 
collections  which  coins  were  made  In  U.S.;  but  since  these  coins  were  made  by 
professionals  it  la  quite  difficult  to  Identify  then, 

I was  very  pleased  to  read  your  article  and  I welcome  any  comment  you  nay 
have  about  this  subject.

Jules  Reiver 


In  1972  long  tine  Philadelphia  EAC'er  Jim  Mace  stopped  in  at  a doKntown 
Philadelphia  coin  store.  He  saw  a low  grade  1802  cent.  The  obverse  edges  were 
dented,  but  the  coin  was  fairly  strong.  Three  square  indentations  were  punched 
just  over  the  date.  The  reverse  was  quite  nice,  with  some  weakness  in  a couple 
of  places,  Jim  took  a chance  and  purchased  it  for  $10, 

Lo  and  behold,  when  he  attributed  it,  he  had  the  NCI  of  1802,  He  was  quite 
pleased  with  the  transaction. 

Recently  Jim  took  the  coin  with  him  to  a local  show,  whore  he  ran  into 
Herb  Silbernan,  founder  of  EAC,  During  the  conversation,  Jim  showed  Herb  the 
coin,  telling  the  story  of  how  he  cMe  upon  it.  Herb  looked  at  the  coin,  then 
the  edge,  and  asked  Jim  if  it  was  a "Vine  and  Bars"  edge,  Jin  had  not  paid 
particular  attention  to  the  edge  before,  and  was  surprised  to  see  the  marks 
completely  around  it. 

On  a visit  to  me  in  Wilmington,  Jim  brought  the  coin;  and  when  I checked 
it,  aigreed  with  Jim  and  Herb  that  it  is  NCI,  The  marks  on  the  edge  do  not 
appear  to  be  "Vine  and  Bars",  nor  do  they  seem  to  have  a definite  pattern.  We 
have  no  idea  who  worked  the  edge,  how  he  did  it,  or  why.  If  anyone  has  seen 
another  coin  like  it,  let  Jim  Mace  know  at  P,0,  Box  16831,  Philadelphia,  PA 
191^.

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DUAL  GRADING  OF  JOHN  J.  NICHOLAS,  JR.  AUCTION  LOTS 


John  J.  Nicholas,  Jr. 


I recently  received  a copy  of  the  galley  proofs  of  my  sale  from  Superi- 
or, and  have  noted  their  interesting  approach  to  grading.  First,  Del  Bland 
has  catalogued  and  graded  everything.  However,  side-by-side  with  Del's 
grading  is  the  PCGS  grade.  The  whole  collection  was  sent  to  PCGS  for  grading 
only  (NO  slabbing).  Thus  I think  this  sale  will  be  a most  interesting 
'instructional'  on  grading — it  makes  for  some  interesting  reading. 

For  example,  if  Del  calls  a particular  coin  MS-60,  third  finest  known, 
but  PCGS  calls  it  MS-63,  what  is  it — finest?  Well,  you  would  say,  it  depends 
on  the  other  pieces;  but  what  if  the  other  pieces  have  not  been  graded  by  the 
stricter  standards  of  the  past  few  years?  Much  of  the  Condition  Census  fits 
this  situation,  including  pieces  that  have  never  been  seen  by  current  EAC'ers, 
but  are  'carried'  as  CC  because  old  catalogues  of  the  1930 's,  1940 's,  or 
1950's  called  such  a coin  "Brilliant  Uncirculated,"  or  even  "MS-70."  An 
example  would  be  my  1833  N-3,  graded  by  Del  as  MS-65,  "tied  for  finest  with 
two  or  three."  My  piece  and  its  companion  piece.  Lots  844  and  845,  respec- 
tively, in  Stack's  March  1986  sale,  had  each  been  carried  as  MS-70,  tied  for 
finest  with  each  other,  and  this  MS-70  grade  had  been  carried  since  both  sold 
side-by-side  in  the  1968  Merkin  sale.  These  two  "70"  coins  were  said  to  be 
followed  by  two  "65"  coins,  but  where  are  they?  Or  are  these  65 's  now  60 's? 

Another  example  is  the  1816  N-9.  Del  graded  this  as  MS-60,  while  PCGS 
called  it  MS-63.  As  an  MS-60,  Del  says  the  piece  is  tied  with  one  other  for 
foiirth  finest.  What  is  not  said  is  that,  of  the  five  Mint  State  pieces 
carried  in  the  (Census,  one  is  impounded  in  the  ANS  (Bork-Clapp)  and  one  (J. 
Young-Bluestone)  is  untraced  since  its  appearance  in  Bluestone's  1945  fixed 
price  list.  Is  the  latter  even  Mint  State  by  today's  standards?  Consequent- 
ly, my  1816  N-9  as  an  MS-60  is  tied  with  the  Norweb-J.R.  piece  for  second- 
finest  collectible,  behind  the  clearly  finer  French-REN  MS-65.  And  if  it's 
better  than  MS-60,  then  it's  clearly  second-finest. 

Obviously,  those  that  are  serious  about  middle  dates  should  go  in  person 
to  view  the  lots,  and  check  the  grading,  as  well  as  their  copies  of  the 
Condition  Census.  Maybe  this  approach,  with  two  independent  grades,  will 
prove  popular,  since  it  helps  give  greater  perspective  to  the  collector  as 
well  as  the  historian.  It's  likely  that  the  hammer  price  will  indicate  just 
what  the  'true'  grade  is;  for  as  an  economist  would  say,  "People  vote  with 
their  dollars." 

So  happy  hunting,  and  enjoy  the  sale! 

A DEFENSE  OF  THE  G.  LEE  KUNTZ  CATALOG 
Del  Bland 


In  the  November  issue  of  P-W.  Pete  Smith  made  reference  to  the  catalog- 
ing of  the  G.  Lee  Kuntz  collection  of  large  cents  by  Superior.  He  said  he  was 
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"disappointed  to  notice  a few  problems,"  and  hoped  that  his  comments  "may  help 
Superior  improve  their  standards  for  future  catalogs."  He  then  went  on  to 
list  his  reasons,  suggesting  that  the  Kuntz  catalog  was  inferior  to  previous 
Superior  catalogs.  I can  find  no  validity  whatsoever  for  these  reasons,  and 
believe  that  the  conclusion  he  derived  was  ridiculous. 

He  mentions  that  Lot  17  was  described  as,  "In  the  very  distant  past, 
this  coin  had  the  sharpness  of  nearly  Extremely  Fine  — " This  wording  was 
used  to  try  to  give  an  idea  of  the  sharpness  of  the  coin  when  it  had  been 
buried  (or  whatever  specifically  had  happened  to  it).  Certainly,  the  coin  was 
MS-65  at  one  time,  but  that  wasn't  the  grade  when  it  went  into  the  ground.  No 
net  grade  was  given  because  the  coin  was  too  heavily  tooled  and  burnished. 

Next  he  refers  to  Lot  20,  the  Smith  Counterfeit.  No  further  discussion 
about  this  is  necessary  other  than  to  say  that,  if  Pete  had  looked  carefully 
at  the  edge  of  this  cent  and  at  the  delicate  tooling,  he  would  have  learned 
that  Smith  tooled  worn  1793  cents  in  his  workshop. 

Next  is  a reference  to  the  S-48.  The  note,  "This  is  listed  in  Pete 
Smith's  work  as  VG-108"  is  obviously  a mere  typographical  error. 

Referring  to  Lot  427  as,  "Well-struck  but  the  obverse  is  off  center,"  I 
believe  that  proper  cataloging  procedure  is  to  describe  a coin  as  to  sharpness 
of  detail  (hence,  "well  struck")  as  well  as  to  describe  the  centering  (well- 
centered,  off-center,  etc.),  even  thoxigh  centering  is  considered  part  of  the 
strike.  Surely  Pete  has  seen  this  in  other  catalogs,  such  as  those  written 
for  Stack's  by  C.  Douglas  Smith,  one  of  the  best  catalogers  ever  to  describe  a 
large  cent. 

As  to  Lot  577  being  described  as,  "MS-60 the  quality  of  a Mint  State- 

63  coin  but  at  K-3  is  a planchet  clip,"  it  may  be  Pete's  understanding  that  a 
planchet  clip  does  not  affect  condition,  but  that  was  not  Dr.  Sheldon's 
feeling,  nor  is  it  the  feeling  of  the  people  involved  in  writing  the  Condition 
Census  for  Breen's  book  on  the  early  date  cents.  This  policy  is  not  etched  in 
stone,  however. 

For  Lot  857,  he  asks,  "Isn't  rubbing  still  considered  a sign  of  circula- 
tion?" Certainly  it  is.  That  is  why  the  coin  in  question  was  graded  About 
Uncirculated-55 . 

Under  general  criticisms,  Pete  refers  to  excessively  wordy  descriptions, 
citing  Lot  17.  But  is  so  happens  that  Superior  Stamp  and  Coin  Company  bought 
the  Ruby  collection,  and  therefore  their  name  is  an  important  part  of  the 
pedigree.  Then  there  are  Lots  89,  116,  131,  and  150.  I prefer  not  to  use  the 
term  "bought  in,"  but  would  rather  list  each  firm  or  individual  again  in  the 
pedigree.  Some  people  may  think  this  is  needless,  but  it  eliminates  any 
confusion  about  who  the  coin  is  returned  to.  Nor  does  it  happen  all  that 
often,  at  least  not  with  Condition  Census  material. 

In  sum,  I believe  that  collectors  and  consignors  to  Superior  sales  are 
getting  the  best  catalogs  ever  written  for  large  cents,  with  accurate  grading, 
and  without  the  fluff  so  often  seen  in  other  catalogs,  which  tend  to  hype 
coins  to  collectors.  In  general,  these  catalogs  provide  no-nonsense  commen- 
tary. Of  course,  a few  errors  can  be  found  in  each  sale,  but  these  are  very 
minor  when  considering  the  overall  quality  of  the  grading,  the  writeups,  and 
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the  photography.  These  are  some  of  the  reasons  why  Superior  has  become  the 
firm-of-choice  to  sell  every  copper  collections. 

MISCELLANEOUS  THOUGHTS  ON  E.A.C.  GRADING 
Vince  Marra 


I found  the  comments  of  Robert  Miller  in  the  November  issue  of  Pennv- 
Wise  to  be  very  interesting.  His  comment  about  slabbed  coins  being  routinely 
reduced  by  5 to  10  grade  points  to  meet  "EAC  standards"  was  quite  timely  in 
that  the  same  issue  also  carries  relevant  remarks  by  Chris  Victor-McCawley, 
relating  an  incident  in  which  he  judges  an  1819  N2  graded  MS62  BRN  by  PCGS  to 
be  an  EAC  EF45.  I know  that  PCGS  is  lax  in  grading  coins  as  Mint  State,  but 
this  much  difference  makes  me  wonder  about  EAC  grading,  too.  The  coin  in 
question  must  have  been  reasonably  free  of  defects  and  without  obvious  wear  or 
it  wouldn't  have  graded  MS62.  To  knock  it  down  to  EF45  sounds  like  a harsh 
critique.  Though  the  EAC's  recognition  of  a "sharpness  grade"  versus  a "net 
grade"  could  be  considered  an  improvement  on  general  grading,  it  does  nothing 
to  keep  honest  sellers  from  grading  on  the  high  side  and  honest  buyers  from 
grading  on  the  low  side — the  classic  grading  dispute.  The  fact  is  that  EAC 
grading  is  even  more  vulnerable  to  the  type  of  subjectivity  that  gave  rise  to 
third-party  grading  in  the  first  place. 

Our  hobby  has  been  hurt  by  the  described  phenomenon  because  regardless 
of  whose  "expert"  opinion  is  more  correct,  it  has  potential  coin  buyers 
overemphazing  the  notion  of  Caveat  Emptor.  Many  have  responded  by  simply  not 
buying  anything  at  all.  Others  have  become  ridiculously  conservative  in  their 
grading  and  entirely  xmrealistic  when  buying.  So  the  concept  of  third-party 
grading  is  not  a bad  one.  Mr.  McCawley's  position  is  well  thoughtwut  and  his 
points  are  well  taken.  But  after  reading  them  I am  reminded  of  why  I have 
converted  to  the  opinion  that  general  slab-bashing  is  not  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  coin  enthusiasts.

If  we  are  going  to  take  the  mystery  out  of  EAC  grading,  we  are  going  to 
have  to  define  our  standards  more  clearly  than  we  have  in  the  past.  I find 
that  Dr.  Sheldon's  descriptions  in  Pennv-Whimsv  are  too  vague  and  of  little 
practical  use.  Walter  Breen  made  an  incomplete  effort  to  illustrate  grades 
with  photos  in  his  half  cent  book,  where  he  inexplicably  claimed  that  he  did 
not  have  the  coins  available  to  represent  some  grades.  (It  is  interesting  to 
match  the  grades  in  Breen's  condition  census  for  the  rare  varieties  with  the 
die  state  photos,  in  order  to  get  a sense  of  the  way  EAC  grading  standards 
were  applied.)  My  own  rule  of  thumb,  at  least  for  the  circulated  grades  like 
VF  and  EF,  is  that  EAC  grades  are  5 to  10  points  lower  than  the  legitimate 
"commercial  grade"  and  that  an  EAC  Fine-12  is  everyone  else's  Fine-15  to  VF- 
20.  In  order  to  settle  the  issue,  I think  that  we  should  work  on  assembling  a 
grading  set  for  one  or  two  series  at  each  EAC  convention  and  then  have  someone 
like  Bill  Noyes  photograph  the  coins.  Eventually  this  set  of  photographs 
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together  with  the  written  deacriptiona  could  be  publiahed  in  an  SAC  official 
grading  guide.  I know  that  there  will  be  a lot  of  politica  involved  in 
getting  aomething  like  thia  atarted,  but  it  ia  the  only  way  that  I can  aee 
where  we  will  be  able  to  atart  to  aettle  the  iaaue. 

It  ia  my  view  that  moat  honeat  dealera  (eapecially  dealera  who  are 
trying  to  get  atarted)  cannot  uae  EAC  grading  atandarda  (i.e.  ultra  conaerva- 
tive)  for  printed  advert iaement a and  remain  in  buaineaa  for  very  long.  The 
problem  ia  that  EAC  grading  (undergrading  in  the  opinion  of  many  dealera)  muat 
be  offaet  by  higher  pricea  in  order  for  the  firm  to  aurvive.  Charging  higher 
than  the  perceived  market  pricea  for  itema  which,  on  paper,  appear  to  be  no 
different  from  anyone  elae'a  gooda  ia  difficult  to  do. 

The  key  to  grading  for  me  ia  coda latency.  If  you  know  what  to  expect 
from  a given  grade  when  you  aee  it  in  print,  then  you  will  be  able  to  decide 
if  a piece  fita  in  your  collection  and  what  it  ia  worth  to  you.  When  ia  all 
ia  aaid  and  done,  the  conalatent  application  of  eatabliahed  grading  atandarda 
when  coina  are  bought  and  aold,  be  they  EAC,  ANA  or  aome  other  criteria,  ia 
the  moat  important  element. 

Finally,  aome  aapecta  of  EAC  grading  are  political.  The  late  Roger 
Cohen  uaed  to  aay  that  ownerahip  adda  5 pointa  to  the  grade,  and  in  aome 
caaea,  that  ia  true.  When  aomeone  owna  a Condition  Cenaua  piece,  he  ia 
aometimea  reluctant  to  admit  that  a recent  diacovery  ia  better  than  hia  coin 
or  even  cloae  to  hia  treaaure.  The  proof  of  thia  haa  been  alluded  to  in  the 
recently  publiahed  condition  cenaua  information.  To  paraphraae  Bill  Noyea, 
'Quite  frankly  aome  of  the  former  Fineat  Knowna  did  not  meaaure  up  to  their 
reputationa. ' On  occaaion,  I have  heard  the  term  "EAC  grading"  uaed  to  lower 
the  atock  of  a potential  challenger.  It 'a  human  nature,  but  the  term,  "EAC 
grading  atandarda"  haa  been  uaed  to  defend  a reputation  more  than  once.

Bill  Weber 'a  "SOUNDING  BOARD"  in  the  September  1991  iaaue  of  Pennv-Wiae 
contained  the  auggeation  "Let 'a  make  the  EAC  Sale  the  premier  copper  aale  of 
the  year..."  Now  thia  waa  but  one  of  ten  axiggeationa  that  he  made,  however  it 
waa  the  one  to  which  the  memberahip  reaponded  in  the  next  iaaue.  Did  he  hit  a 
nerve? 


The  atated  purpoae  of  the  EAC  Sale  ia  to  "...defray  the  coata  of  the  EAC 
Convention — " Sounda  reaaonable.  Why  then  all  the  noiae? 

The  debate  aeema  to  be  over  the  aize  and  compoaition  of  the  EAC  Sale. 
What  then  are  the  "rulea"  for  thia  a a le  , why  are  they  ao,  and  ahould  they 
be  changed?  In  1989,  I wrote  a letter  to  the  Sale  committee  requeating 
information  on  the  "rulea"  for  the  aale.  Extracta  from  William  Noyea'  reply 

provide  the  following  inaighta: 

RULE  1 Limit  the  number  of  lota  — 

Juatification:  "...when  we  had  unlimited  lota  we  got  a lot  of  'junk' 
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that  went  only  to  dealers  and  took  up  too  much  convention  time  to 
view,  sell,  and  catalog." 

RULE  2 Only  individual  lota  worth  at  least  $100  up  (current  exceptions 
explained  in  September  1991  Pennv-Wiae ) — 

Justification:  " market  is  not  very  good  for  lesser  pieces to 

bring  a good  (fair  to  the  consignor)  price  ...  a coin  must  appeal  to 
the  audience  (advanced  large/half  cent  collectors)." 

RULE  3 Large  Cents  and  Half  Cents  have  priority  over  Colonials,  Tokens,  and 
Literature  — 

Justification:  "What  goes  in  EAC  sale  is  what  is  consigned."  (what 

most  members  collect). 

As  Bill  said,  "I  hope  this  helps  clear  up  the  'rules'."  Let's  go  back  to 
basics. 

Each  year  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  meeting  rooms,  bourse  space,  and 
other  items,  the  EAC  Sale  committee  tries  to  earn  $12,000  to  $15,000  through 
commissions  from  the  EAC  Sale.  The  sale  itself  is  not  without  expenses, 
printing  and  distributing  the  catalog  being  the  primary  ones.  Most  of  the 
labor  for  describing,  cataloging,  labeling,  etc.  is  drafted,  "volunteered," 
from  the  Sale  committee. 

If  the  Sale  is  limited  to  say  500  lots  to  make  it  of  manageable  size 
(see  Rule  1)  and  if  the  commission  charged  is  only  5%,  then  the  Sale  must 
average  $500  to  $600  per  lot  in  order  to  reach  the  financial  goals  of  the 
committee.  If  the  average  price  per  each  lot  is  lower,  then  a higher  commis- 
sion must  be  charged  so  the  Sale  committee  can  meet  its'  obligations.  Thus 
the  Sale  committee  seeks  only  choice  material  that  will  sell  at  an  average  of 
$500  or  more  per  lot. 

Of  course,  there  is  another  side  to  this  decision,  as  represented  by 
letters  from  William  T.  Jones  and  Dick  McArthy  in  the  November  1991  Pennv- 
Wiae.  As  Mr.  Jones  knows,  I too  took  my  wife  to  the  spouse  activities  in 

Boston  because  there  was  no  point  in  going  to  the  Sale,  as  I could  not  afford 

to  buy  anything  there.  Also  like  Mr.  McArthy,  when  I sent  17  early  date  half 
cents  (1794  to  1804)  in  for  the  EAC  Sale,  they  were  returned  as  xmsuitable. 
Is  there  a problem  here?  I think  so.  But  as  I see  it,  the  problem  is  a lack 

Qt  CQfflmuQica.tiQn  between  the  two  different types  of  collectors  who  attend  EAC 

conventions. 

Collector  A is  a long  time  EAC  member.  He  is  extremely  knowledgeable 
about  early  coppers,  he  has  a good  reference  library,  he  attends  two  or  three 
major  auctions  a year,  he  knows  all  of  the  principal  "players"  by  first  name, 
he  is  building  himself  a condition  census  collection  as  material  becomes 
available,  he  is  generous  to  a fault,  and  he  promotes  and  supports  the  hobby 
religiously.  In  short,  he  is  a good  person  to  have  in  EAC.  He  will  spend 
several  days  at  the  convention,  occupying  one  of  the  hotel  rooms,  examining 
and  buying  coins  at  the  Sale  and  on  the  bourse  floor. 

Collector  B started  collecting  by  filling  a "penny"  board  when  he  was  a 
kid.  He  stopped  collecting  for  a while,  but  then  he  found  a couple  of  old 
coppers  at  a flea  market  and  now  he  is  hooked  again.  He  has  two  books  on 
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copper  and  would  like  to  buy  William  Noyes'  new  books  for  reference,  but  isn't 
sure  he  should  spend  that  much.  (Buy  them! ) Collector  B is  working  on  middle 
and  late  dates  by  varieties  now  and  trying  to  get  VF  coins  if  he  can  find 
them.  He  will  go  to  his  first  EAC  convention  this  year  as  it  is  close  enough 
to  drive.  Friday  after  work  he  will  eat  supper  at  home,  hop  in  his  car  and 
drive  the  350  miles  to  St.  Louis.  Arriving  at  1:30  a. m.  he  will  stay  at  a 
Motel  6 on  the  edge  of  town.  In  the  morning  following  breakfast  at  the 
pancake  house,  he  will  hit  the  bourse  floor  about  9 a.m.  to  drool  at  the  nice 
copper.  Eventually  he  will  buy  that  scarce  middle  date  he  needed  in  the 
twenties  for  $425,  a die  state  in  the  thirties  for  $95,  and  a problem-free 
late  date  for  $70.  He  has  about  half  a dozen  large  cent  duplicates  that  he 
would  like  to  sell  or  trade,  but  they  don't  look  like  much  when  he  sees  all 
the  coins  on  display,  and  he  is  not  sure  of  the  best  way  of  doing  it.  If  he 
can  get  up  the  courage  to  ask  one  of  the  collector  A types  how  to  go  about  it, 
he  may  find  the  mentor  that  he  needs.  Saturday  afternoon  he  will  hit  the  road 
again,  driving  home  with  only  a stop  at  McDonald's  for  his  second  meal  of  the 
day.  He  will  bring  back  with  him  tales  of  the  "name"  players  he  has  met, 
visions  of  great  copper,  and  of  course  his  treasures. 

What  we  have  in  effect  are  two  different  conventions.  One  for  the 
member  with  both  the  time  and  money  to  attend  all  the  events  and  to  purchase 
the  choicest  items,  and  another  convention  for  the  EAC  member  who  has  both 

limited  time  and  money.  EAC  has  room for  both  of  these  members  but  their 

needs at the  convent  ion are  different and  their  roles  in  supporting  the 

convention  are  different. 

The  collector  A's  need  to  be  able  to  find  the  high  grade  material  that 
they  want  at  the  convention.  The  fact  that  it  is  "expensive"  does  not  matter, 
what  matters  is  that  it  is  available  so  that  they  can  work  on  their  collection 
goals.  They  need  to  find  the  camaraderie  of  other  knowledgeable  collectors 
and  to  have  their  collections  admired  and  appreciated.  It  is  they  who  fimd 
the  convention  by  paying  the  commissions  at  the  EAC  Sale  and  by  occupying  the 
hotel  rooms  that  are  reserved  by  the  club.  Moreover  it  is  from  their  ranks 
that  many  of  the  personnel  who  organize  this  annual  convention  are  drawn. 

The  collector  B's  need  to  be  able  to  find  affordable  examples  of  the 
many  items  that  they  need  for  their  collections.  They  need  to  be  able  to  sell 
or  trade  their  duplicates  to  fund  their  growing  collections.  They  also  need 
the  advice  and  guidance  of  experienced  collectors  on  grading  coins,  cleaning 
coins,  rarity  ratings,  etc.  (almost  anything  that  you  can  name).  Thus,  they 
need  Educational  Forums  and  chances  to  ask  questions  and  to  seek  council  from 
coin  experts.  It  is  they  who  help  support  the  dealers  that  attend  the 
convention  by  providing  volume  to  the  market  for  all  the  collectable  material. 
In  their  ranks  are  those  who  twenty  or  thirty  years  from  now  will  be  the 
mentors  of  a new  generation  of  EAC  members. 

Most  EAC  members  have  parts  of  both  collector  A and  collector  B in  them. 
As  collector  A's  we  want  high  grade  rarities  in  the  Sale,  as  collector  B's  we 
would  like  to  sell  our  lower  grade  duplicates  to  help  fund  the  purchases  that 
we  made  on  the  bourse.  How  do  we  do  both? 

Perhaps  a better  question  would  be,  should  we  do  both?  I don't  think 
so.  I fully  support  limiting  the  number  of  lots  in  the  EAC  Sale.  I see  no 
reason  to  try  to  make  the  EAC  Sale  the  "premier  copper  sale  of  the  year."  The 
people  that  purchase  the  high  grade  rarities  found  in  premier  sales  not  only 
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can  afford  them,  but  they  appear  to  en.iov  going  to  auctions  and  competing 
with  their  fellows.  So  let  them  enjoy  themselves  several  times  a year 
courtesy  of  Bowers,  Stacks,  Superior,  and  others.  EAC  as  I understand  it  is 
for  educational  purposes,  not  for  sales  figures. 

To  me,  the  EAC  convention  is  R.  Tettenhorst 's  story  of  his  search  for 
the  1854  Copper  - Nickel  Pattern  Half  Cent,  Mike  Packard's  talks  on  Massachu- 
setts Copper,  exotic  events  like  the  Half  Cent  Happening,  copper  trades  in 
smoke-filled  hotel  rooms  at  2 a.m.,  stunning  exhibits  of  State  coinages,  and 
hours  spent  talking  to  dealers  and  searching  their  inventories  for  that  coin 
you  just  can't  pass.  Moreover,  attendance  at  each  year's  EAC  convention  is  a 
major  expense  for  a collector  on  a budget.  The  $500-plus  for  transportation, 
hotels,  meals,  etc.  comes  DIRECTLY  OUT  OF  FUNDS  AVAILABLE  FOR  COINS.  This 
limits  what  can  be  spent  at  the  bourse  tables  as  well  as  the  Sale.  I for  one 
have  no  intention  of  spending  all  of  my  limited  funds  at  the  Sale  and  not 
supporting  some  of  the  dealers  who  work  for  themselves  AND  the  hobby  all  year 
long.  I can,  after  all,  sell  my  duplicates  through  an  advertised  copper 
auction  at  the  small  sacrifice  of  paying  a higher  percentage  commission  than 
that  charged  by  EAC.  Thus  as  a collector,  I support  the  dealers  by  shopping 
on  the  bourse.  The  many  fine  copper  dealers  we  have  allow  me  to  negotiate  my 
own  deals,  to  make  trade-ins,  or  to  buy  on  credit.  This  school  of  hard  knocks 
may  not  be  the  easiest,  but  it  is  the  best  way  to  learn  about  early  copper, 
and  it  is  only  by  the  support  and  cooperation  of  copper  dealers  that  a B 
collector  can  build  a collection  to  be  proud  of.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Richard  Schaefer  writes. 

Regarding  Jim  Neiswinter's  proposed  identification  of  die  FF  as 
repolished  die  L,  there  seem  to  be  a few  clear  difference.  The  greatest  lies 
in  the  relative  length  of  the  two  leaves  ending  to  the  right  of  ''ONE."  On  die 
L,  the  right-hand  leaf  tip  is  substantially  higher  than  the  left-hand  one;  on 
die  FF  the  right-hand  leaf  is  only  a bit  higher.  Furthermore,  the  top  leaf  of 

the  right  branch  seems  to  extend  just  to  the  left  of  the  second  S in  "STATES" 

on  L;  on  FF,  not  past  the  S.  Thirdly,  the  leaf  left  of  "ONE"  seems  nearer  the 
"ONE"  on  FF  than  on  L.  I would  not  bet  the  house  or  car  on  the  last  two 
differences  without  using  more  than  the  naked  eye. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  rest  of  these  dies  seem  identical — often  in 
eccentric  ways  that  usually  suffice  to  equate  dies.  Furthermore,  I followed 
the  author's  observation  concerning  the  denticles  and  dots;  he's  right,  they 

are  identically  placed  relative  to  the  legend.  The  probability  that  this 

placement  is  random  is  very  small. 

Thus  I am  led  to  ask  the  sages  of  EAC: 

1.  Can  the  differences  between  dies  L and  FF  cited  above  be 
caused  by  recutting,  repolishing,  or  other  alterations? 

2.  Would  the  mint  of  that  era  have  gone  to  the  trouble  of  con- 
verting all  the  border  dots  into  denticles?

John  Mullen  writes, 

A few  words  in  support  of  the  opinions  expressed  by  Dick  McArthy  and 
William  Jones  in  the  last  issue  of  P-W.  I believe  the  EAC  Sale  does  reflect 
an  elitist  attitude  which  more  and  more  excludes  those  members  whose  means  are 
limited.  Continuation  of  this  policy  can  only  discourage  beginning  collectors 
and  eventually  eliminate  those  who  cannot  afford  even  an  item  whose  value  is 
placed  at  $100. 

I am  a retiree  who  has  collected  coins  for  over  thirty  years.  Occasion- 
ally I can  afford  a few  hundred  dollars  for  a scarce  piece,  but  most  of  my 
large  cents  are  of  AG-3  to  G-6  grade,  which  I can  afford  90%  of  the  time. 
They  cost  me  $20  to  perhaps  $80  apiece,  and  I love  them  no  less  than  that  $300 
Fine-15  that  occasionally  finds  its  way  into  my  collection. 
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Perhaps  the  answer  to  this  dilemma  lies  in  having  two  EAC  Sales  each 
year.  One  could  be  aimed  at  those  whose  pocketbooks  and  advanced  collecting 
interests  place  them  in  the  "prestige"  category  of  collectors;  another  sale  \ 
could  offer  coins  whose  value  is  less  than  $100.  This  latter  sale  would  give 
the  newcomers  and  the  low- income  collectors  something  to  look  forward  to,  not 
discourage  them  from  continuing  their  membership. 

A final  word.  Also  in  the  last  issue  of  P-W.  Robert  Miller  wrote  to 
express  his  belief  that  EAC  should  offer  a course  (courses?)  at  the  annual 
convention,  something  like  "Large  Cents  101,"  or  whatever.  Hurray  for  Bob 
Miller!  After  thirty  years  of  collecting,  I still  have  plenty  of  questions 
and  could,  I'm  sure,  gain  much  from  such  an  offering.

John  Peters  writes. 

Regarding  die  state  hoards:  I have  been  collecting  die  states  of  half 

cents  for  about  ten  years  now.  My  "hoard"  of  1804  C-6  is  16  coins,  ranging 
from  Good-6  to  EF.  (There  are  really  14  die  states  that  can  be  collected,  as 
most  knowledgeable  collectors  doubt  the  existence  of  die  states  15  and  16.) 
Of  the  16  listed  die  states,  eight  are  R6  or  higher  as  such.  Furthermore,  the 
'04  C-6  Condition  Census  includes  AU  coins;  in  higher  grades,  this  variety  is 

at  least  an  R4,  not  "common."  A great  number  of  collectors  collect  the  '04 

C-6  by  die  state  and  nothing  else  in  the  half  cent  series.  This  demand  takes 
a "common"  coin  out  of  the  stream  of  coins  for  sale.  I do  not  know  how  this 
situation  can  be  identified  as  "artificial  market  scarcity."  We  die  state 
collectors  do  our  research  work  and  pass  it  on  through  articles  in  P-W:  is 
this  counter  to  the  goals  of  EAC?  To  collect,  study,  and  report  the  findings 
to  the  'brethren'  is  laudable. 

I am  sorry  if  the  less  wealthy  cannot  afford  to  buy  a "common"  half 
cent.  Maybe  some  have  forgotten  that  collectors  also  trade  coppers  (I  have), 
and  trade  coppers  for  Seated  halves  (I  have)  or  whatever  else  one  collects 
that  can  be  used  as  trading  material. 

From  a conservative  ix)int  of  view,  let  me  say  that  the  sun  is  going  to 
come  up  and  the  sim  is  going  to  go  down  tomorrow.  Opportunities  will  be 
presented.  You  can  take  advantage  of  these  opportijnities,  or  you  can 
pass... but  I apologize  to  no  one  for  what  I own.
